Need of Petroleum 
Exchange Is Cited 


Chicago, July 6.—L. 1 V. Nicholas, 
president of the National Petro- 
leum Marketers’ Association, has 
renewed his proposal for the for- 
mation of a petroleum exchange. 
This would entail an open crude 
market, similar, according to Pres- 
ident Nicholas, to the Stock Ex- 
change or wheat pit, “where pipe 
line credit balances and all other 
petroleum products can be bought 
and sold openly.” 

Pipe lines and their storage fa- 
cilities should be made common 
earriers, in fact as well as in name, 
Mr. Nicholas asserts. This, he be- 
lieves, would settle the matter of 
crude values and would establish 
throughout the entire oil industry 
the unfettered workings of the law 
of supply and demand.
